When hostilities ceased we knew the number + of men blinded 
in the war, and | expected that during 1920 the creat class-rooms 
and workshops of St. Dunstan's would atidly become empty.

e ing had vanished from sight, found ne w courage so quickly, 
es new powers so rapidly, showed such courage in CcOon- 
quering difficulties that the inspiriting prospect arose of gradually 
closing tha during the present Year this hostel, which has been a 
factor unexpected happiness. 

FÉ ass we have now to face the grim fact that the men 
who entered military hospitals to be treated for blinds ness were only 
a fraction of those who were ultimately to become blind. Besides 
those actually blinded, TWENTY-THREE TI fous SAND MEN 
were discharged from the Army with seriously damaged sight. And 
many of these men, who were suppose ed to have escaped blindness, 
are now coming to St. Dunstan's. With them are arriving others 
whose eyes were not directly injured, but whose sight has gradually 
failed ca Are ill-nealth—men in whom privation and exposure 
have developed latent tendencies which, but for the hardships they 
went through for their country, would probab!| ly have remain 
latent. For them, too, the sun has vanished from the world: life 

ome an endless night. They come to us to learn to turn this 
night into something like day; thus, months after the fighting is 
over, the tragic toll of the battleheld is being increased. The 
number of new arrivals at St. Dunstan's is almost as great as it was 
during the war. 

At the same time the men are not leaving x so fast as they did. 
The majority of the men who came to us in sech, ast astonished them- 
selves and everyone else by the speed with which they went through 
their course of re-education. Usually in tobe than a year they were 
ready to leave Sr. Dunstan's and to be set up in some prohtable 
occupation. For one thing, when the workshops and class-rooms 
were not so crowded as they are now, closer individual attention 
was possible. These, too, were the men who in spite of the loss of 
sight were in good physical health. You must be perfectly fit if 
you are to make rapid strides against the handicap of blindness. 

e last men to come to us from the eae ils were naturally 
those who had been very badly injured, and whose condition had 
given great anxiety to the doctors. Their re-ex ducation must go 
slowly. The diversions and recreations which do so muc h to bring 
the men in touch with normal life again are often out of their reach. 
Indeed, from the first we have had cases of badly shattered men ‘who 
have found themselves unable to keep up with their comrades. The 
routine of the workshops has tired them. Inste ad of continuity of 
instruction there were frequent breaks when the men went for a 
rest to one of our hostels in the country, or returned to their own 
homes. There was constant starting again. trom the beginning. 

You see, we have still much to do at St. Dunst in s, and you 
see how | must still rely on your help. There are other points you 
should know with which I will deal in a sec ond announcement.
